... the Therimen? 

It was the first electronic instrument to replace a musician’s 
piece, in this case a cello. It appeared in the early 1930s, and was 
manufactured by RCA. It was an oscillator, with an amplifier and 
a separate large loud speaker. By varying the distance between 
the left and a horizontal loop rod, the volume was controlled. The 
right hand was moved, sometimes with vibrato, toward a vertical 
rod to create the range musical notes. It was a perfect replace- 
ment for a cello. 

Last known use of this instrument was in motion picture or- 
chestras in Hollywood. 

A few years ago, QST or some ham magazine presented an ar- 

ticle complete with instructions on building one of these.

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SOVIET HAMS INSTRUMENTAL IN 
RESISTANCE TO COUP ATTEMPT 

Romeo Stepanenko, of 3W3RR and YAORR, made many new 
friends during his June-July visit to the United States (see photos 
in September QST, page 11). Little did any of those new American 
friends dream that just a few weeks hence Stepanenko would be 
at the heart of radio operations from the Russian White House, 
center of resistance to the attempted coup de etat in the Soviet 
Union. 

During the unrest, word filtered out of the USSR via amateur 
radio operators such as Ed Kritsky, NT2X; Gene Walsh, N2AA; 
and others who were in Russia at the time, Stepanenko was in 
Moscow to pick up Yaesu equipment brought from Japan by Krit- 
sky for use in the operation from Burma that is now on the air as 
XYORR. 

On August 20th, many amateurs received a ‘‘chain fax’’ from 
Stepanenko... 

The expedition would be delayed, he said, but the group (also 
including 4K20T, UA9MA, RA3AUU and RA4HA) expected to be 
on by the end of August. 

“At the time all participants are in Moscow,’’ Stepa- 
nenko said in his fax message, ‘‘safe and are very busy with 
organization of emergency broadcasting R3A from Boris 
Yeltsin Headquarters with the team of Russian Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service (RARES — see story in The 
ARRL Newsletter, August 24, 1991). 

“Listen to R3A on 14.175 and 7.044 the only real and 

trusty information.” 

As the word spread many amateurs did listen, mostly to 14.175. 
A few days later the U.S. television networks carried video of op- 
erations from R3A and Stepanenko was easily recognizable in the 
film footage. 

One ham who received the fax was Bill Goodman, K3ANS, of 
Easton, Pennsylvania, who had hosted Stepanenko in early July. 

Goodman got in touch with “The Morning Call” in Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. As always, the ‘‘Call’s” editors were looking for a 
local angle to an international story. 

Next to a page one story under the banner ‘‘Gorbachev Re- 
signs as Party Chief’ the ‘‘Call’’ ran a sidebar on Goodman and 
his friendship with Stepanenko. ‘‘Call’”’ reporter Ron Devlin tele- 
phoned Moscow on August 24th and interviewed Stepanenko, who 
told him that at times R3A was the only source of communications 
for the resistance. 

According to the ‘‘Call,’”’ Stepanenko was assisted in setting up 
R3A by Uri Brajenko, who is president of a company called Mos- 
cow Boston International Ltd. (and for whom Stepanenko works; 
Brajenko accompanied Stepanenko on some of the U-S. tour). 
Brajenko also was in Moscow at the time of the attempted coup. 

And on August 22nd Dick Ehrhom, W4ETO, president of Ehr- 
horn Technical Operations (and who had visited Russia earlier 
this summer) received the following fax from Gene, RA3AA, with 
whom Ehrhom and his family stayed in June: 

Dear Dick: 

“T sent you this fax from Russian Prime Minister Office. 

We win! Mr. Gorbachev back in Moscow. Our special emer- 

gency stn R3A still operates from Russian White House. 

Equipment: IC-726 and Alpha 76.”

I was very impressed by Novembers “‘A Time For Healing” since just recently I 
have written the FCC to start issuing 9 x 12 wall-size certificates for the general tele- 
phone license. Here again the FCC has stopped issuance of these prestigious certificates 
that have been issued over the years. 

Ihave had my ham license for over 52 years and unfortunately I came a little late for 
the wall-size certificate that was once issued. Now the FCC is depriving those first-class 
commercial operators by refusing to issue other than the small wallet-size card. 

Since I have been a commercial licensee since 1945 I have plenty of canceled old li- 
censes that I can post on the wall and be proud of, but what about the newcomers who 
are only issued a card. I have even gone so far as having my sons pocket-size card blown 
up and have framed it with the green that was once customary. 

I have written the commission trying to explain the good that these certificates do to 
enhance the radio field and hence the quality and prestige of all of Americas newcomers 
to the field. I have even asked the FCC to provid: me with a list of those requiring wall 
certificates with the authority to issue a certificate such as both the author and myself 
has described. 

I think the issuance of these prestigious certificates in both the amateur field and the 
commercial field will do much to instill pride and workmanship into the techs and radio 
operators of this great nation. I would hope that we could in some way influence the 
commission in this respect. : ( 

Let’s all get together and do something about it. After‘all we hams are doing more in 
the licensing process for the FCC than they are doing for us. Can we all start some sort 
of movement in this direction?

Volunteer examiners (VEs) and volunteer-examiner co- 
ordinators (VECs) may charge examinees for-out-of-pock- 
incurred in preparing, processing, 
administering, or coordinating examinations for Techni- 
cian, General, Advanced, and Amateur Extra Class oper- 
ator licenses. The amount of any such reimbursement fee 
from any examinee for any one examination session, re- 
gardless of the number of elements administered, must 
not exceed the maximum allowable fee. Where the VEs 
and the VEC both desire reimbursement, they jointly 


~-decide upon a fair distribution of the fee. 


No fee is allowed to be charged for the Novice Class 


operator license examination.

PHILADELPHIA MAN FACES JAMMING CHARGES 

A Philadelphia man faces criminal charges for radio jamming.

: 1991 W4IZ FIELD DAY IS 
FIRST IN FLORIDA, SIXTH IN UNITED STATES — 

___W4lIZ operators scored big in the 1991 Field Day rankings pub- 

lished in November QST. Our group again finished first in Florida 

in the very competitive 3A category (three transmitters plus a 

novice/tech station, generator emergency power). With 2,989 con- 

tacts and 7,972 points, W4IZ placed sixth nationwide. 

The goal this year was a top-10 finish nationwide and first in 
Florida in our category. Both goals were met thanks to the opera- 
tors and support people who attended the W4IZ Field Day. 

The top scoring transmitter was operated by the North Florida 
DX Association. Most of the operators were also N OFARS mem- 
bers. In second place was the 15-meter SSB station organized by 
Steve Barber, WA4B. Finishing a strong third was the 40-meter 
station headed by Ray Barnes, AB4XA. That rig set a NOFARS 
field day record for the most contacts with over 750. And another 
prime effort by Jim Hughes, KC4FWS who organized the nov- 
ice/ tech rig. Despite horrible 10-meter propagation, Jim per- 
sisted and turned in a respectable total. All four rigs were signifi- 
cant contributors to the final score. 

Since 1966, W4IZ has finished first in Florida in its category 21 
times, operating from four different sites. We have not finished 
worse than second in Florida since 1964. The 1991 score marks our 


20th top-10 nationwide (United States and Canada) total.

_ At.the November PARC Tech Night we were fortunate to have 
Mike Helms of Innovative Technology, Inc., of Destin, discuss the 
ins and outs of surge protectors. 

We saw the graphing of spikes from studies made by indepen- 
dent parties. These spikes occur in the household current of all of 
our homes. They can be created within our homes just by turning 

on and off various household appliances, especially fluorescent 
lights. Conditions outside the home can also affect power surges 
which can cause damage to our computers, radios, etc. 

Transient high voltage spikes of less than 10 microseconds can 
be as high as 5,600 volts. Mr. Helms pointed out that the heat is 
what causes problems. In many of the cheaper units the MOV, 
which actually absorbs the heat, is burned out and the unit re- 
quires replacement. Fortunately, there are units which will not 
burn out and will continue to provide protection. 

Surprisingly, one of the most misunderstood pieces of common 
information is the UL symbol on electrical equipment. Mr. 
Helms pointed out that this stamp on a surge protection device 
does not mean that the item has been tested for surge protection. 

He pointed out that when the UL1449 sign is applied to the 
equipment, you know that it has been tested as a surge suppres- 
sion device. Many attending were surprised at that fact. Even

with it’s presence there, the listing of different voltage units can 
vary. 
The best rating is 330 volts, but this doesn’t indicate the true 
suppression of the let-through voltage. This is only a ballpark 
number. You need to look further for the manufacturer’s data to 
determine what the exact rating is. 

The rise time and time of response of the surge unit is crucial. 
In some units the response time is too late to save the unit from a 
surge. If it only clips above at a certain level, the position com- 
pared to the sine wave will vary greatly. Therefore, a really good 
surge suppressor should have suppression levels that parallel the 
sine wave both above and below. 

Many of the members of the club with engineering back- 
grounds apparently were impressed with the presentation. Some 
members present decided that the presentation was of sufficient 
importance to persuade them to add units to their homes. 

Later at the November PARC Business Meeting the club 
voted to purchase the units with power and phone line suppression 
for all of their repeaters, digi and BBS. It is hoped this will avoid 
the necessity of replacing the BBS motherboard again. 

If you personally are interested in obtaining more information 
about surge problems you might contact Mike Helms. For that 
matter you may even be able to talk him into making a presenta- 
tion at your club. He seems to be traveling all over for Innovative 
Technology which is located in Destin. 

Clubs need to bring in more people who have expertise in areas 
that we as hams can utilize. In this instance we have to thank Bill, 
W4wiJ. 

I have noticed when reading the newsletter, ‘‘The Printed Cir- 
cuit’’ from Tallahassee, that they are actively doing the same 
thing. I only wish I lived closer. For those of you who do, but have 
missed them, why not contact the President of TARC at 893-2410 
and get involved.

N.T.S. GUIDE PART IV 
ORIGINATION AND DELIVER OF N.T.S. TRAFFIC 
By Kay Anderson, W8DUV, Packet Manager-SFL 

It takes a little study and thought to originate a message you’ll 
be proud to put on packet. Certainly you don’t want SYSOPS 
across the USA laughing at your efforts, nor do you want to cause 
them any grief trying to deliver your greeting. 

¢ Besure of the address and phone number. 

e If you know the addressee is a ham, insert the call-sign. 

¢ If the addressee is not a ham, but you know there’s a BBS 

in his town, you may use the BBS call. 

Write out your message and count the words. Too long? Then 
try the ARL numbered radiograms. If you don’t find a list in your 
logbook or callbook, plan to pick up the list at your next hamfest. 
They are free at the ARRL booth. They are also on most BBS in 
the long-term files. Type H (Help) for instructions on how to 
download the information. 


Here’s an illustration of how ARL numbered radiograms could 
shorten a long message:

When the message gets to a BBS in or near Morehead City, 
North Carolina, an alert NTS operator will see the listing, READ, 
DELIVER AND KILL IT. If he follows the HXE handling in- 
structions, he’ll send you back a reply from your friend (or at 
least tell you when he delivered it). 
Here’s the message your friend would receive: 
HOPE HURRICANE DID NO DAMAGE X ANXIOUS 
TO HEAR FROM YOU X NO WORD IN SOME TIME X 
PLEASE CONTACT ME AS SOON AS POSSIBLE X 
PLEASE REPLY BY AMATEUR RADIO THROUGH THE 
AMATEUR DELIVERING THIS MESSAGE X THIS IS A 
FREE PUBLIC SERVICE 
(SIGNED BY) ANDY ANDERSON 
Quite a difference between the 11 groups in your message and 
the 44 as delivered by the NC operator. Hopefully, you’ll receive 
‘“ARL ONE” as a reply. (Everyone safe here x Please dont worry 
x). 


If you’ve never delivered an amateur radio message and not 

sure of the procedure, here are a few tips. 

¢ Try it, you’ll like it! 

e Call the party and try to speak to the addressee, not a 
relative. This may involve leaving your number for a call 
back. 

e Explain that you are an amateur radio operator, not 
Western Union, etc. 

¢ Translate any ARL radiograms in the message. (ARL 7 
means nothing unless they have the list. ) 

e Read the message and signature. Ask if they have it okay. 
Read it again if necessary. Ask if they would like to reply. 
Be sure to get a complete name, address and phone 
number. 

e Leave your name and phone number in case they think of 
another message they’d like to send. This is good fo 
amateur radio. ; 


“Reminder: Connect to the BBS and kill the ST traffic you just 
delivered! If you are sure you can deliver, kill it as soon as you 
read it.

DO YOU REMEMBER... 

... how hams discovered short waves? 

Originally they had started out by pushing their legal 200 me- 
ters to 220, 240 or 275 meters, as high as they could get away with. 

“We begin to feel our way downwards” wrote S. Kruse, techni- 
cal editor of QST ‘in the winter of 1920-21, mainly to get away 
from NSF’s chopper and NAA’s arc mush, in Washington, DC.” 

In March, 1923, QST announced a 100-meter CQ party. ‘The 
prospect of this CQ party was like waving a red flag in front of a 
bull.” Every district except the seventh was heard from. Cana- 
dian stations participated. The radio world was astonished at 
what happened, as reported in May, 1923, QST. 

This information was taken from the October, 1973, QST, with 
this final statement: 

“That’s the way it all started — 50 years ago — but no- 
body, even today can possibly anticipate how far it will go.”
